Blue Grass League Directors flold 

\^ Meeting. 

Directuts of the Blue Grass League 
held a meeting at the Phoenix Hotel, 
in Lexington, Wednesday, for the pur- 
pose of discussing plana looking tc the 
opening of the season and the conduc- : 
ting of the league atfairs during tie 
summer. It was practically assured 
that the Blue Grass League will exist 
during tbe aummer, but from the pres- 
ent outlook there is a grave possibility 
that there will be no more than Lfour 
clubs. 

President Russell stated that there 
had been numerous obstacles to over- 
come th)s season, [.such as >he objection 
of Garr> Herrman to placing clubs in 
Covington and;NewDort, and reports 
Irom several towns that fans had lost 
intereat id the game, but expressed 
the opinion at the meeting that the 
league members would open the season 
with good teams. 

it waa decided to push the suit 
aginst tbe Natioaal Commission to 
obtain a temporary injunction, and all 
the members present exoresaed a be- 
lief that tbey would certainlf win tbe 
fisbt if tbe matter waa broogbt to tbe 
•usrta. 

Praaideat Rosaell stated that ba had 
retamod to Secretary Farrell tbe en- 
trance fee of the league, wbieb the 
latter bad enclosed him in his commu- 
nication recently. The letter was as 
follows :

Dear Sir — Your communication en- 
closing che^k representing our 1913 
nrotection fee in theiNational Associa- 
tion received and 1 return the check 
herewith. You have evidently been 
misinformed as to the nature of our 
contention, which is not a disagree- 
ment with any of the base ball laws, 
but a difference in opmion with Mr. 
August Herrman, the Chairman of the 
National Commission, over the inter- 
pretation of the tive-mile limit clause 
in the National agreement. We must 
protest against snap judgment on your 
part or that ot tbe National Board. 
We still claim our membershio in the 
National Association, and our efforts 
are really directed toward preventing 
bami to same, rather than hart it.

Uyaamiting Hiakston creek for four 
miles from the point where he was 
last aeen failed to bring to the surface 
the. body of Raymond Garr, who was 
drowned last Friday afternoon in the 
stream hack of hia father's farm near 
Milleisbarg. 

Searching parties have heen engag- 
ed in the efforts to find the remains 
ever since the unfortunate accident, 
but nothing has resulted from the 
thorough search. 

Wednesday two parties set out in 
boats, one from Ruddles Mills and the 
other from the point where the boy 
was swept away bv the swift current, 
and the entire distance, four miles be- 
tween the two points was traversed. 
Dynamite was used at intervals in the 
hooe of bringing the body to the sor- 
face. -t::^

ents.who are prostrated over the affair 
and (heir grief is increased over the 
inabilitv nf tbe searchers to locate the 
body.

The big tiansatlantic steamer 
Olympic, sister^ship of the ill fated 
Titaufe. bn been undergoiiv a pro- 
CPSB of reconstruction'and improve- 
ment It is now announced that the 
faults that wese so hideeasly in evi- 
dence at the time of ^the great ocean 
tragedy of a year ago have been rem- 
edied, that a sufficient number of life 
boats to carry the entire ship's com- 
pany have been installed and that nu- 
merous other changes ^in construction 
and equipment have been made, look- 
ing to greater safety. 

AH this is reassuring. But Ttbe re- 
assurance IS not titrengtben^ in any 
wsy by the eomnany's assertion that 
the Olympic has been fmade pn "un- 
sinkabe ship." The Titanic was also 
called an "onsinkable ship" [and was 
believed to be such until the greatest 
of ocean tragedies proved how idle 
was the boast The world Is quite 
willing to believe that such a fate asf 
befell the Titanic can not visit the 
rceenslraeted : Olympic Bat the 
perils of the sea are many, and it is 
not impossible that they include some 
that today are no more eoiieeivable 
than the peril ^wbich met and over- 
whelmed the^giantess of [the Atlantic 
seemed to be] before the event. 

Puny man has no fmore joatifieation 
now for the boast that he has suc- 
ceeded in absolutely controlling and 
taming the elements than he had a 
year ago. An ^ansinkable ship is a 
phase that 'should not be given too 
ready employment. Under all the cir- 
cumstances its use is more likely to 
arouse than to disarm siiq>ieioo.

Mala and Female Humorists at Work, 
and Also In Their Less Harmful 
MoSi^te of Leisure. 

Rnmeritta are people who eat, lit 

and finish Jokes, jests and light verse 
and do plain and fancy writing which 
is not serious. 

Male humorists do this by U ghtJn g 
a pipe or a dgar, sticking a riieet of 
paper into a typewriter and wishing 
they had adopted a mercantile career. 

Female humorists accomplish the 
feat by twisting their back hair into 
a knot, nibbling chocolate creams or 
chewing, some gum, and manipulating 
the typewriter in the customary man- 
ner. 

As a general thing, nowadays, 
humorists are very human. There 
are more of them than there paW to 
be. The wOmea dress like their sis- 
ters, and the men are perfectly eea- 
ventional in their attire. 

Occasionally you come across an 
old-school honxKlst, or a modesa one 
who elhias to the old-echool tradi- 
tions. He imagines that he has to 
wear a most solemn face, never smiles, 
and looks pained when you laugh at 
what he says. This variety goes great 
dh thh rural lyeenm clrcvlt 

Humorists are always introduced as 
such. Plumbers, housebreakers, bank- 
ers, dry goods men and wholesale gro- 
cers are never classified when intro- 
duced, but humorists are always spe- 
cified. Immediately the persons to 
whom they are introduced wait expec- 
tantly for them to say something wild- 
ly witty. Immediately, also, they are 
disappointed, unless they are of the 
claas who aluiek with Joy when the 
humorist poHtely says: *'It is a nice 
day." 

Humorists always have to explain 
why they are humorists instead of fol- 
lowing some more laborious occupa- 
tion. Also they are expected to de- 
liver afterdinner speeches for nothing, 
because being funny is second nature 
to them, and they are not supposed to 
have any remunerative way of spend- 
ing their odd moments. 

The difference between a humorist 
and a comedian is that a comedian 
uses the humorist's humor. If the 
humorist used the comedian's humor 
he would starve to death. Another dif- 
ference is that the eosMdlan makes 
from three hundred to Uto hundred 
dollars a week.— -Ljf^. 

Ways of the Working Class. 

The psychology of the working 
class Is different from that of the 
other classes. The prevailing tone is 
apathy. There is no discontent or 
envy of the well-to-do, but neither Is 
there that restless eagerness to better 
their position, and confidence in their 
ultimate prosperity, which the Amer- 
ican spirit is supposed to instil into 
a man. Men in the trades seem to 
have this spirit, but .it is noticeably 
absent from the factory class. Even 
the immigrants seem quickly to lose 
that flush of hope and ambition with 
which they arrive in this country. The 
factory routine seems to get into their i 
very souls, so that their whole life ' 
settles down to a monotonouos drudg- 
ery without a look forward or back- 
ward. They are chiefly concerned in 
holding their jobs, and escaping the 
horrors of unemployment— in making 
l)oth ends meet. Beyond this there is 
little horizon for day-dreaming and 
ambition. Life to them is a constant 
facing of naked realities, and an actual 
"economy," or management, of re- 
sottipes, not an effort impress 
themselres on their neighbors, and to 
conform to the ways of those about 
them. This deep-seated divergence in 
standards and interests from the rest 
of American life may or may not be 
important, for the factory class is 
thus far politically negUgibie; but it 
is interesting, and well calculated to 
suggest many unpleasant things to 
American minds. — Randolph S. Bourne, 
in the Atteatlei -
